HOPE OF FRBEDOl WAS VOICED 



Irish eloqneace and Iriah patriotUni 
echoed from the ttage of the AiHtltorintn 

Sunday nij{ht bikI stirred tlie souls of 
thousands who bad gathered to hear the 
meaaage brotagfat bjr the United League 
envoys, John R. RadWHid, Patrick A. 
McHugli nnil Thomas O'Donnell, on the 
occasion r)f tlio oeleliralioii of the anui- 
verirary of the ileal li of tlie Manchester 
martys, Allen, I.arkiii and O'Leary, at 
Chica((0. It is sehloni that nieii receive 
the welcome accorded these Irish pa- 
triota. Every aeat in the Auditorium was 
filled, and for houra tremendoos cheers 
rose at frequent intervals from the 6,00<) 
tbitMta that voiced sppiovsl of aenti- 
nenu in favor of free Iceland, aays the 
Record-Herald. 

The oration of the evening was de- 
livered by Mr. Redmond, the stanch 
admirer of Parnell, and now recog- 
nize<l leader of the United Irish party. 
He related bits of the past history of his 
native country, told of its national pride, 
of ita oppreaaion and of its ambition and 
hopes. He cheered hla liatenera by tell- 
ing them that Ireland is now united, and 
awakened their unbounded enthnaiaam 
by declaring that the people were never 
so near the realization of their fond 
hopes as now. 

Following Mr. Redmond lainc young 
Thomas O'Donnell with an energetic ac- 
count of what is being accomplishe<l in 
the British Parliament by the young and 
determined members like htbiself, who 
bsve been aent there to repreaent Ire- 
land's intercsta. In the Gaelic language 
he, too, spoke of Ireland's apirations and 
the prttgress which is being made toward 
itt»ri«knairdh. Patifck llclTui^^^^ 
has so long held the confidence of the 
Irish people, closed the meeting with a 
characteristically fiery speech. 

The meeting was presided over by Col. 
John Finerty, head of the local branch 
of the United Irish League. On the plat- 
fonn wtre the officers of the Second 
Rcginsat, Illinoia National Guard, 
otSam of the Clsn-ns-Gael Guards in 
fnfi rsgimentala and many prominent 
Iriah citizens of the city. 

In opening the meeting Col. Finerty 
announced that the gathering was to 
welcome the accredited envoys of a 
uniteil Irish nation and to celebrr.te Ire- 
land's unconquerable nationality. Then 
he quoted the words of Sir Francis 
Moore: "lu this, our island, England 
ahall never, never reat." 

Senator Mason, bafon ptaatnting the 
speakers of the evening, made a short 
address, in which be extolled the Irish 
national spirit. 

"When the May flow ir turneil away 
from the land where tliey asserteil the <li- 
vine right of kin>;s," lie said, "she 
pointed her prow toward the land of the 
divine right of man. We have the Uood of 
those same pilgrims coursing in our 
veins, and there never has been a strug- 
gle for liberty when we have not 
atrttcbed ont oar hands to give the op- 
pressed aaaiatance. Theae dietingniah^ 
statesmen come to ns now on a miaaion 
of peace. They are here to appeal to 
our consciences and our hearts, not our 
ships and our ^;iiiis. Wlio shall say that 
we will not receive them with open 
arms? They come from a country that 
has sent us no anarchists. Then let us 
do what we can for them, and let us 
realize that the echo of this meeting will 
reach aronnd the world tomorrow, reach>^ 
ing even Panl Kmger in his exile." 

Mr. Redmond stepped forward, aa he 
was introduced, amid ttemcndona ap- 
plause. 

"It is most fortunate," he said, "that 
the visit of myself and my colleagues is 
synchronous with the anniversary of 
those young Irish martyrs who laid down 
their Uvea for thdr country. So long as 
their mamory b green and their namea 
arc honored thronghont the world the 
canae of Ireland ia aafe. The cauae for 
which they died haa progtesaed dttring 
all the years since their ma rtyr dom. 
Irishmen in America have been discour- 
aged, I know, during the last ten years 
at the spectacle of dissension in Ireland. 
But regrettable as that has been, the 
cause of Ireland has been advancing all 
this time. Her cause is stronger today 
tfafen at any time in the memory of the 
oldeat man here. That the great move- 
ment created by Parnell seemed for a 
time wrecked by this internal atrifcis 
true, and it ia alao true that Ireland is to- 
day binding up the wounda received in 
this civil siruggle, but with the great 
consolidation of the Irish people, which 
has now been brought about through 
the United Irish Ivcague, the future 
is full of promise. 

"We want the assistance of you Irish- 
Americans in futtheriug the struggle for 
freedom, but if you hold sloof, as you 
have done in the past, then we orestroui 



enough and well enough organized to 
win onr battle in the tod aingle-handed. 
Our principle ia the principle of rebellion 
againat foreign rule, whether it takea 

the form of a resort to the battlefield — 
where so many of onr brsve sons have 
perished —or of a political fight, as has 
seemed more fitting during the last few 
years. We ptojxjse to conduct a popular 
move in Ireland so uncompromising and 
unswerving that all Irishmen will be- 
come incrcaaingly difficult and danger- 
ona for Bnglsnd to manage. Irishmen 
have no great respect for the law of the 
knd when the law ia English made 
"With onr little force we are accompliah- 
ing a great deal in the British House of 
Parliament. Were it not for the Irish 
party there no protest would h^yc been 
raised in the world against the iniijiiit uis 
I<oer war. It is the fashion nowaday.^ to 
be selfish in world patriotism, and the 
only voice to echo through the world in 
behalf of the Boers waa that of poor sad 
oi^pressed Ireland." 

In oondnaion Mr. Redmond atsted 
that the miaaion of himself and hia com- 
rades was to ask the people of this conn- 
try to establish branchca of the United 
Iri.sh League. 

"We want orj{ani/ed allies," he aaid, 
"to wliom we may ap|)pal in a crisis, 
with llie assurance that \ve will receive 
aid and support. We want to be pre- 
pared to grasp at freedom when the op- 
portunity offers. All we ask is to be 
allowed to shape onr own destiniea." 

Reaolutiona offered by Simon J. FOrhan 
were nnanimonaly adopted. The reaoln 
tiona pledged support to "free Ireland," 
expressed regret at the constant {migra- 
tion from the fatherland ami contained 
clause offering sympathy for the Hoers 
and the hope that they may aeenre their 
independence. 

Patrick A. McHngh, M. P., brought 
cheers from the immense audience when 
he said: "We have come to America to 
tell you that a fight is on in Ireland and 
to ask yon boys to give us a hand." His 
utterance was met with approval when 
he said that he believed the Irish Nation- 
alists can rest assured of the supp<jrt of 
the Irish in .\merica. He spoke of the 
great recei)tit)ns the Irish envoys had re- 
ceived in New York, Boston and else- 
where, but told the audience that the 
great meeting in Chicago eclipsed them 
all.

St. Anthony's Hoapitsl on Barrett ave- 
nue ia rapidly ncarintf completion, the 

result of the indefatigable and unceasing 
work of the Franciscan Sisters of Perpet- 
ual Adoration. The institution ia located 
on grounds which for beauty of appear- 
ance and healthfulness of situation are 
unequaled. It ia only a little over a year 
ago that the good Slatera recdved a call 
from Right Rev. WUliam McOodcey, 
the venerated Bishop of the Louisville 
dioccae, to come to this city. The site on 
Barrett avenue, overlooking the entire 
city and suburbs, was purchased and 
plans for the erection of a hospital in 
harmony with the conditions of the com- 
mercial and manufacturing interests of 
the Gateway of the South and adapted to 
ita needa were made. Building opera - 
tiona were begun early laat apring, the 
corner-stone bdug aoon afterward laid by 
Bishop McCloBkey in the preaence of a 
vast multitude, and now the noble and 
impodng structure will soon be ready to 
receive the sick and iinforluniile without 
reterence to creed, color or nationality. 

With the foregoing facts before them a 
number of Louisville's most charitably 
disposed and beat known ladies resolve<i 
to assist the Sisters in thdr noble under- 
taking. Meetinga were called and soon 
nearly every cong r qpition in the dty was 
well repreaented, and finally St An- 
thony's Sewing Circle was organized. 
This society of noble women resolved to 
furnish St. Anthony's Hospital with 
linens and bedding, and for months 
weekly meetings have been held, interest 
and enthusiasm increasing until the 
membership now numbers about 1,(KK). 
The dues are only ten cents a month, and 
thia sum Is devoted to the purchase of 
the material necesaary for pillow-csaea, 
aheeta, etc., which are made up by the 
ladies.

THE REAL oOUTRAOB." 

A great hab<bub has been raised 

in the past two weeks in an effort to 
make a sensation out of the alleged 
forcible abduction and imprisonment 
of a woman in a convent, with the 
only result that the identity of the 
unfortunate has been revealed and 
.tb^ made the subject of public 
gosMp'to'"the^'4miiiiIiatioti^of her 
relatives and friends. No good, but 
harm, has been done, whatever may 
have been the motives of the insti- 
gators and promoters of the "ex- 
pose." To intelligent people the 
affair has excited only disgust and 
contempt for th« expoaers and pity 
for the unfortunate and her family. 

There are few families but have a 
"skeleton in the closet" which they 
strive to conceal from ptiblic gaze 
or have a "black sheep" whose 
capers causes them sorrow and 
anxiety. Their eflorts at conceal- 
ment, restraint and reform of the 
unfortunate can not be promoted, 
but are most likely rendered futile, 
by publicity, besides subjecting the 
victim to reproach and the family 
to undeserved humiliation. Those 
who tear down the veil and expose 
such family troubles violate not only 
Christian charity but decency as 
well, and l>enefit neither the un- 
fortunate, the family nor the pub- 
lic morals. 

Such "outrages," "assaults on 
individual liberty," "illegal arrests 
and imprisonments" and other bom- 
bastic titles as have been used in 
connection with the deplorable af- 
fair are so much buncombe and by 
no means justify the intrusion into 
and publication of an individoal's 
misfortune and a family's troubles. 
Such "outrages" are not uncommon 
in this or other communities where 
unfortunates have relatives or 
friends who seek to reform them 
of waywardness or protect them 
from their weaknesses by having 
them secretly sent to and coofincd 
in not only convents, but jails, 
hospitals, sanitariums and asylums. 
And such ertorls of relatives and 
friends are not to be condemned or 
laiHed by exposure for the sake of 
nsation, but are commendable 
au.. ^serve the co-operatton of all 
who really desire the re'formation of 
fortunate humanity and respect 
sympathize with the sacred ties 
uties of the family.

DENOUNCED AT HOJVIE. 



The prevalence of discontent and 
protest in England against the con- 
tinuance of the policy of brutality 
in South Africa is more outspoken 
and widespread than the dispatches 
state. It is not confined to any 
class or section, but seems to have 
become general and pronounced as 
its effects on the reputation, status 
and trade of England become man- 
ifest. Though no Government has 
formally protested, it is clear that 
all of them turn the cold shoulder 
tovrard England and ' completely 
ignore her on oil occasions, and the 
popular sentiment in all civilized 
countries is dennndatory. .The 
Htt^Ub people, despite the attitude 
of their Government and the mis- 
representations of their press, real- 
ize the truth that England i» no 
longer feared nor respected, while 
the popular feeling of other nations 
is fully empbazied by the loss of 
trade by all branches in England. 

And this protest is taking shape 
and activity as the time for Parlia- 
ment to assemble approaches. 
Prominent men, statesmen, writers 
and even Bishops of the Established 
Church, declare their opposition, 
sign protest.** and address public 
meetings, denouncing the Ooiem- 
ment and demanding a discontinu- 
ance of the barbarous warfare in 
South Africa, some of their utter- 
ances being what would, have been 
cUssed and pnnished as treason not 
many years ago. 

A public meeting in London last 
week was adaresaed by William T. 
Stead, the well known author. 
Stead is respected the ' world over 
for bis learning, truthfulness, con- 
servatism and fearlessness in up- 
holding the right and denouncing 
wrong, and what be says is gener- 
ally accepted as correct. Speaking 
of the Kitchener regime in South 
Africa, he said: 

"I thank God that Germany and 
Europe were bold enough to call 
baby murder crime. Compared 
with England's conduct, Herod's 
slaughters of the innocents were 
saint-like. Great Britain ought to 
be beaten in tbte nnjnst war. In 
the American war we employed 
redskins, just as we have loosed 
kaffirs against the Boers, and thank 
God, we were lieatcn." 

That in London, by a prominent 
Englishman addressing a public 
meeting^ of Englishmen, and the 
Government seems powerless to 
check the spread of this discontent 
and rising storm of protest, even 
within its capital dty. To do so 
wotild doubtless require vigorous 
measures, and a resort to them 
might cause a revolntkM in sedate 
old Sx» ^»»lL- if ^\ 

The London correspondent of 
the New York Tribune accuses 
Lord Kitchener of sending mis- 
leading reports of military opera- 
tions in South Africa, and says the 
recent battle at Villiersdorp was 
wholly favorable to the Boers and 
far more disastrous to the British 
than reported. The real sittmtion 
is likewise concealed or misrepre- 
sented. The Boers are active, 
avoid general engagements, but 
sweep down unexpectedly on out- 
posts and rear guards, making suc- 
cessful attacks and escaping with 
little loss, but usually with addi- 
tional arms, ammunition and sup- 
plies captured frpm the British. 
The British forces are worn out 
and demoralized by Jjt^is continual 

unter- 



marchlug and exposure of the cam- 
paign. There is a growing feeling 
o^ disappointment at Lord Kitch- 
ener's failure to eonnteract and 
dieck the Boer taAics, so disas- 
trotis to British arms, that seem 
destined to prolong the war indefi- 
nitely. ^^^^^^^^^^^ 

The annual report of the London 
work-houses (.they have no ams- 
houses in England, paupers and 
petty criminals being classed alike) 
has alarmed the OoVemment and 
press, as it diows an increase of 
4,500 inmates over the previous 
year, and the aggregate number 
exceeds that of any year in Lon- 
don's history. It is a true index of 
the industrial depression, trade 
stagnation and financial embarrass- 
ment pervading all Bogland, de- 
spite efforts to conceal or minimize 
it by colored statements in the 
newspapers and garbled reports of 
Government offidahi. Coming, as 
it does just at the beginning of 
winter, it is a gloomy prospect to 
ponder over, as it {nomises more 
paupers before spring, the average 
poor shunning the work-house dur- 
ing warmer .seasons, but are driven 
by the cold to seek its dreaded and 
detested shelter. 



CoL Arthur Lynch, who com- 
manded the Irish division of the 

Boer army in the South African 
war, has been elected to Parliament 
from Galway. The wonder is that 
he was not sent to prison or worse 
as a rebel bearing arms against the 
King. The London papers affect 
to be consoled with the assertion 
that Lynch will not dure appear to 
claim his seat in Parliament. Well 
it is more than likely that Col 
Lynch will be there when Parlia- 
ment meets to demand admittance 
and all the rights and privileges of 
a member of Parliament. Then 
we mity see what will be done about 
it. At any rate, the election of 
Lynch is an emphatic protest from 
the people of Galway against the 
British policy in South Africa, and 
beirg the firnt opportunity the Irish 
people have had to express their 
opinion on the issue, it is significant

But few 
changes will lake place. 



London dispatches state that Col. 
Arthur Lynch'* triomphMt dcctioa to 
the House of Commons from Oalway, 

succeeding Horace Plnnkett, has caused 
intense chagrin among the Ministeri- 
alists, who bitterly resent this expres- 
sion of Irish sympathy with the Boers. 
Lynch declares that he intends to take 
Ills seat when Parliament meets, his posi- 
tion apparently being that he merely 
acted as a newspaper correspondent with 
the Boers. 

Then waa a great cclcbrttion in honor 
of Lynch's victory in Oalway, the entire 
city being illuminated. The Nationalists 
paraded in large numbers. Sven in 
Paris, where Col. Lynch is now residing, 
the news of his elcotion atlriu lcd con- 
siderable attention, and scv(>r;il news- 
papers pnUlishcd his jiorlriiit !is a Itocr 
Colonel. lU- said Saturday lli;il he iloes 
not exjiect to be molested when he goes 
to Ivngland at the opening of Parliament. 
He thinks his election significant, as 
showing that the Irish party is united, 
and he has reasons to believe Ireland is 
on the eve of obtaining a satisfactory 
home rule measure. Regarding South 
Africa, Col. Lynch .said he had received 
information which convince<i hini that 
the war would end within three months 
by a settlement securing to the Boers 
autonomy on the Australian model. 

Colonel Arthur Lynch spent the falf of 
im> in the Vuited States lecturing. 
He received much attention at that time 
in New York City from Irish patriots and 
friends of the Boer csuse. He and the 
Second Irish Brigade took part in the 
second engagement at Hlandslaagte, 
which "Tommy .Mkins" has nicknamed 
"'I;ll-an'-Slaughter,'" and in an inter- 
view he described jne of his war experi- 
ences, an incident of that battle. 

"Under General Louis Botha we went 
down to attack the English. I took part 
of my brigade of 1,600— about fifty men — 
on the most advanced kopje, where the 
English attacked tw with rifle fire, sup- 
ported by three cannon. I ordered my 
men to another part of the field. We 
had to pass over a4ieck where we were 
in plain view of the Ljiglish gnnners, 
about three linndre<l yards aw:iy. I de- 
cided to order the men to run the gaunt- 
let singly. In this way we raced over 
the neck at full s[>ee<l. Just as fast as 
each man appeared the English dropped 
shells with msrvellous accuracy. Two 
horaea were killed and one shrapnel 
burst right over my bead. I felt my gun 
to make sure that I was alive, but noth- 
ing worse had happened than that I was 
nearly thrown out of niy .saddle by the 
violent spring w liicli my lu.nse had made. 

"The fact that I am liere speaks vol- 
umes for the bad shooting of the English. 
I had rather run the gauntlet of a whole 
regiment of Knglish than of ten Roers."

Record of the Hoet Important of 
the Recent EventA Culled 
From Exchange*. 



The death occurred on Thursday of the 
Very Rev. William Moloney, Rathkeale.

Dr. GafTney with reference to the pro- 
posed new Cathedral at Mullingar was 
read in all the churches of Meath on 
Sunday. 

One of the wildest atoms esperisaoed 
in Ireland for many years previtned two 
weeks ago. Great damage was done in 
all parts of the country, and a number of 
lives were lost. 

At a very largely attended meeting 
held in New Tipperary, John Dillon, in 
the course of an important speech, 
strongly condemned HocMe Flwikett's 
candidatnrefor Oelwsy. 
* At a meeting of the aonakilty Urban 
Council some discussion took place on 
the question of flax-growing in the dis- 
trict, which was said to be particularly 
suitable for that purpose. 

On Sunday William Redmond, M.P., 
accompanied by Alderman Joyce, M. P. 
of Limerick, addressed a large meeting 
under the anapioca of the local btandi of 
the United Irish League at ScarilT, 
County Clare. 

A verdict of accidental death was re- 
turned in the case of Thomas Cunning- 
ham, aged thirty-four, who died on 
Tuesday as the result of a fall received 
in the City of Dublin Distillery, Great 
Brunswick street. 

Coroner De Courcey and a Limerick 
jury held an inquest on the body Of a 
woman named Ivsthcr Corlfett, aged 
sixty, whose hcxly was found in the 
Shannon the previous evening. The 
jnry found a verdict of accidental drown- 
ing. 

The inland revenue anthorities have 
threatened to take legal action again the 
Arklow Harbor Commiasioners for the 

recovery of $100 income tax. The Har- 
bor Commissioners have allowed the 
matter to stand over until the question of 
liability is settled. 

T. W. Russell, M. P., on Monday 
night addressed a crowded meeting at 
Dervock, North Antrim. In opening his 
speech he said that every snooeasive 
meeting of the six he had addreased in 
North Antrim had bee|^ more successful 
than its predecessor. 

In the Southern Police Court in Dub 
lin George Brooks was fiiie<l f J'lO or six 
months' imprisonment for being the oc 
cupier of premises used for the purpose 
of betting. Stephen Walah, for assisting 
io the msnsgement of tlM Wbss , was 
fined |100 or three months' inprison- 
ment. 

At Corofin petty sessions Andy Heliir, 
who is notorious for his escapes from 
Knnis and Limerick prisons and ad- 
ventures subsequently, though pursued 
by the police for three months in Clare, 
was sentenced to twelve months' im- 
prisonment for failing to observe the 
conditions of his ticket-of-leave. 

The Belfast Coroner held an inquest on 
the body of Sarah Kearns, whose hus- 
band is charged with causing her death. 
Medical testimony was to the effect that 
death was due to rupture of the spleen. 
The jury found accordingly and attached 
no blame to any petaon. It is probable 
that the accused man will now be dis- 
charged. 

A ahocking bivning accident, unhap- 
pily involving the death of Mrs. John 
Foley, occurred at Roslevan, near Ennis. 
Her husband had retired for the nighl, 
and when putting out the lamp her 
clothing caught fire with the aliove sad 
result, despite all efforta to save her life. 
She was forty-five years old and left a 
young wife. 

By the death of P. J. Porde. J. P., 
Cork has been deprived of a kindly and 
worthy citi/en. The deceased gentleman 
had been in liKlifTerenl health for .some 
time past ami recently it l>ecame pain- 
fully evident that the end was near. The 
sad event took place at his residence on 
Friday and the ioMllfMBe was received 
with feelings or gennine regret by his 
fellow-dtisans: 

A serious fire broke out at Nenagh on 
Saturday evening. A house in River 
lane, which is close to the Great Southern 
& Western railway station, took fire and 
after a short time the adjoining houses 
were also in a blaze. The constabulary, 
with the assistance of the town neoyle.

The cart fell on poor Keaveney, who 
tiled shortly after being extricated.

The death of the Rev. Cors. O'Sullivan, 
of Dromarifle, in the 'diocese of Kerry, 
renigves a member of one of the oldest 
and most respected Kerry fsmilies and a 
highly esteemed minister of the church.

" 'Yonr Bminence: To save the honor 
of our beloved church ami to repair the 
scandal I may have given to oiii faithful 
Catholic i>eople, I sincerely re^iet what- 
ever I may have said disrespeelful to 
Your Eminence and to the Most Rever- 
end Archbi.shop of Chic.tgo, nnd I also 
retract anything that I may have either 
said or written which could not be ap- 
proved by the Catholic Church. 

" 'JBRMIAH Cnowutv.' 

"The Cardinal thereupon further ad- 
vised with the Archbishop, and as soon 
as the details are attended to, which will 
be within a day or two, the sentence of 
excommunication which was pronounced 
against Pather Crowley will be re- 
called."

BOOS OP IMBBCTS AMD IMSXCTiaOXS.
